his sp eech in favor of th e engrossm ent 
of his bill Dr. E aton claim ed th a t th e 
institute law op ened the g ate to favor­ 
itism. incom p etency and illiteracy. H e 
said th a t nine-tenths of the teachers 
of the state w ere advocating th e 
rep eal of the law, and declared if it 
w as allowed to rem ain on th e sta tu te 
books it would eventually close th e 
doors of the norm al schools and state 
university. 
The m easure was argued 
p ro and con by all the orators of th e 
house, and occup ied nearly all of th e 
afternoon session. 
An am endm ent 
w as offered by T atum of St. Louis, 
w hich Fogle of Schuyler county moved 
to lay on the table. 
I t w as lost by 
a 
vote of 76 to 45. 
The am endm ent, w hich le ft St. Louis 
out of one of the m inor p rovisions of 
the law, was adop ted, and the bill p ro­ 
viding for the rep eal of th e in stitn te 
law was ordered engrossed by a vote 
of 77 to 41. 
The house com m ittee on crim inal 
jurisp rudence returned a favorable 
rep ort on the bill p roviding for th e 
execution by electricity of all crim inals 
convicted of cap ital crimes. 
The bill 
was introduced by D. Black of Davies 
county, and a t p resent there seems to 
be a m ajority in favor of it in th e 
house. It is drafted after the electrocu­ 
tion law in force in New York, but 
p rovides th a t executions may be w it­ 
nessed by rep resentatives of the p ress. 
The senate defeated Senator Love’s 
bill which p rovided th a t taxp ayers 
should be allow'ed to p ay their year’s 
taxes in tw o installm ents.

others strangled him and devoured 
his flesh. 
The 
survivors 
told 
of terrible 
sufferings on board their disabled 
craft after it had been dismantled, 
and how one 
after 
another had 
plunged overboard in desperation. 
Each man, who had a 
family 
at 
home waiting for him, 
had a hard 
fight with his desire 
to 
end 
his 
miseries. 
A t last only four were 
left. 
All of them were 
“ able sea­ 
men" but emaciated by hunger and 
rendered limp and 
lame 
by 
ex­ 
posure. 
Then it was that they agreed to 
draw lots to see which one 
should 
allow himself to become food for 
the others. 
The 
poor 
Dutchman 
drew the shortest straw, 
but even 
then he did not care 
to 
die. 
He 
remonstrated 
with 
the 
method 
adopted to decide such a serious 
matter. 
Again they drew lots and 
again 
the Dutchman was the un­ 
lucky one. 
He saw that fate was 
against him and calmly lay down 
on the deck while the others 
pre­ 
pared for the slaughter. 
For halt an hour they disputed as 
to the method they should •adopt in 
killing him, but their consultation 
•was brought to an end b> a sugges­ 
tion from the victim. 
He said he 
had heard that strangulation was an 
easy death, and they immediately 
proceeded to follow the victim ’s ad ­ 
vice. 
One held his arms while he sat 
upon his legs and the other tied a 
stout cord about the m an’s neck. It 
did not take long to extinguish life, 
and then they set about carving him 
into bits. 
It was the finding of human bones 
in the abandoned hulk that led to 
the discovery of cannibalism, and 
when confronted with their awful 
crime the men 
confessed.

them on the ground that the victim 
not only agreed to enter the scheme, 
but suggested the method by which 
he should be put to death.
